This is the third NACTA Journal index to be 
published. The first, in the last issue of Volume IX 
(1965), covered Volumes I-IX; the second, in the last 
issue of Volume XVIII (1974), covered Volumes I- 
XVIII. All have a subject and author index. 

The process of indexing items by subject was 
difficult. The system adopted for this third index is a 
hybrid among the subject categories used in the 
Journal's previous indexes, the categories that ap- 
peared to evolve out of volumes XIX-XXVIII, and my 
own understanding of the profession. In this subject 
index, journal items are grouped at a level of specificity 
to reflect article content and, at the same time, 
maintained at a level of generality to avoid the need for 
cross-listing. 

NACTA Journal Volumes XIX-XXVIII includes 
40 issues with 998 items contributed by 576 different 
authors. Over the past ten years, changes have taken 
place in the format of the publication as well as the 
addition of special categories for Instructional Media 
Reviews and International Agriculture. The breadth, 
depth, and frequency with which topics are addressed 
have changed also, yet the focus of the Journal on the 
improvement of college teaching of agriculture remains 
the same as it did at the outset. Teaching remains the 
mission of our colleges and universities. Helping young 
minds mature must be the first goal. Volumes XIX- 
XXVIII contain 515 articles specifically targeted at the 
improvement of ag college teaching and instruction. In 
addition, the more than 285 book and media reviews 
can foster the selection and utilization of appropriate 
books and instructional media for the support of 
college level teaching of agriculture. As professionals, 
let us dedicate ourselves to become better, more effec- 
tive teachers at our colleges and universities and let us 
continue to share our successes and experiences 
through the NACTA Journal.
